KIOTOUS STRIKERS. 


PispKSET.VILLE, 111., Juno S.-Tho miners 


at Beancoup mines, one mile west of tin's 
place, have been on a strike for about two 
weeks. Last week tho superintendent, F. w. 
Becker, agreed to pay tho price demanded, 
but refused to let ono of thorn, John Babbs, 
go to work,'as ho had only been nt work two 
days when the'striko took place, and ho waa 
suspected to bo tho cause of it. The strikers 
refused to go to work unless Babbs was 
take back, so they were paid 
off 
and 


notified, that they would 
not 
bo em- 


ployed. On Monday several now men went 
to work, four o£ whom were taken out from 
this place in a wagon to prevent the miners 
from interfering with them. In tho evening 
tho wagon'was dispatched to bring them back 
to town,1 and on the return trip, as they wore 
passing through a piece of woods, thoy were 
attacked with stones and clubs, thrown by 
parties secreted at tho roadside. The horses 
and wagon were hit by the missiles, but none 
of tbe men wore injured. Tuesday they did 
not attempt to return to work, and on Tuesday 
evening tho county judge was summoned 
from Duquqin and information filed against 
sixteen of t£o strikers. Tho juQR0 issued a 
capias for their arrest and fisjpd tho bond to 
bo filed for their appearance, "at tho Septem- 
ber term of tho court at §200 each. Sheriff 
Williams and Deputy Lemen went out on 
Wednesday morning and brought in four- 
teen of them and placed them in jail. Lemon 
then went to the Galuni mine, where • the 
other two had gone to work, and arrested 
them. 
Tho 
sixteen 
are 
now 
in 


jail. Most of them could give bail, but they 
prefer to stay with those who can not. 
Wednesday evening tho wives and children 
of tho miners, numbering about thirty in all, 
came before tho county commissioners, and 
informed that body ihat tho county would 
have to care for them whilo their husbands 
were in jail. They wore referred to tho su- 
pervisor of tho poor, who refused to give 
them assistance. 
Yesterday morning the 


miners started to work, but wore met by tho 
women with clubs and sticks and wore driven 
back.

cation.

Elaine works ,fivo 
hours 


each day upon his histoVy of the political 
period from Lincoln to 'Garfield. It will 
bo in two volumes. Tho first of GOO pages is 
nearly completed. It will probably bo Cu- 
ishod within the next thirty days and Issued 
early in tho fall. Much of tho erst book is 
already In typo. Tho opening volume, in- 
stead of beginning directly with tho war, has 
a preliminary chapter of 100 pages review- 
ing the main incidents 6f our political his- 
tory which led to. the'war. 
This chapter 


roaches back to 1852. The two volumes will 
be illustrated with fifty steel engraved por- 
traits of tho leaders in the period described 
bv Mr. Elaine. Ho does uot extend his book 
so as to include tho Garflold Admiuistion, 
because ho does not believe he would ba 
credited with an absence of prejudice in toll- 
ing the'story, "all of which he saw and a 
part of which ue was." He has not decided 
yot whether ho will over write this history, °'- 
whether ho will leave the moss of documents 
and letters ho has in his safe to bo used by 
some one ejso after him.

He 
is only 53. His active political career closed 
at 51.

NEW YORK, Juno S.— Despite tho cheerful 


talk on tho imrt o[ Havorly and his lawyor, 
the 
impression strongly prevails among 


theatrical managers hero thnt Havorly is in- 
solvent, and that the final breulc-up iu his 
theatrical career has coino. Two moro vrita 
of attachment -wore granted yesterday— ono 
against his Fourteenth struct theatvo in this 
city, and the other against his Brooklyn 
theati-o. Tbo first was granted by Justice 
Lawrence, in favor of Shook & Collier, man- 
agers o£ tho Union Square theater, in a suit 
l>rough> to. recover 88,000 on •& personal 
note' to J. H.. Havorly and Charles H. 
MeConnoU. Tho Brooklyn theater was at- 
tached by Under Sheriff Hodkinson. upon an 
order granted by Judge Donolmc. Tho thea- 
ter, which Is owned, by 'the Brooklyn Building 
company, In which "W. C. Kingsley, A. C. 
Keenoy, Alexander McCure and others aru 
interested, is laased to Haverly, McConnell, 
and H. D. Wilson, each of whom control* 
ono-tMrd. The amount for which it is leased 
is $13,500. The season just closed was a very 
prosperous one. Tho lease stipulates that no 
part of the theater can be disposed of without 
tha consent of the owners. 


Haverly was kept busy yesterday trying to 


arrange matters with his creditors. . Hu was 
seen for a few moments last evening at tho 
Fifth Avcuuo hotel, where he was engaged in 
writing dispatches. His embarrassments in 
financial matters did not seem to have had 
any effect upon his outward appearance. Hit 
face wore a cheerful • smile, and there wnS 
nothing about him to indicate that ho had 
gone crazy, as some of his Chicago friends 
assert. J.On tue contrary, ho had tho appear- 
ance of.a thoroughly wide-awake and shrewd 
business man. In reply to a question whether 
his financial troubles were of so serious a na- 
ture as to compel him to wind up business, 
he replied: 
"This embarrassment is merely 


temporary. I expect to bo on my feet again 
iu a day or two. Just at this moment I can: 
not obtain money sufficient to"meot my obli- 
gations." 
"Have you met with heavy losses re- 


cently?" 


"I have lost money in mining, but not in 


gambling, as has been said. My travelling 
combinations and all of my theatres have 
paid." Ho declined to Center into details, re- 
ferring inquirers to his lawyer. • That gentle- 
man repeated substantially what his client 
had said. Ho believed there was no intention 
on tho part of tho plaintiffs iu the suits to 
harass or push Havorly in any way. "Tho 
money is owing to them" ho said, "and they 
veiy properly have taken steps to secure its 
future jjjayinent' That ; is nil. there is to it. 


Gilinore'aud Colville were, found at. the 


Morton house talking" with Sheridan Shook 
about tho suits. Allthreo expressed their ut- 
most confidence in Haverly, and the ultimata 
return of thoir money. They said— and sev- 
eral other Now York managers seen later 
confirmed thoir assertions— that all of Haver- 
ly 's many theatrical ventures wore in a pros- 
derous condition. 


"He has a flue property in tho 14th street 


property," said one, "and even better in his 
Chicago theater, and his Salt Lake circuit is 
a good mino in itsolf . if ho would only con- 
fine himself to legitimate business ho would 
bo all right. Wo want to help him, not to 
hinder him." 


A prominent manager revealed wliat ho 


claimed was tho true inwardness of tho situ- 
ation. It seeras that somo weeks ugo Haver- 
ly bought 5230,000 bushels of grain on a de- 
clining market, and borrowed tho sums of 
money now duo to put -up on tho margins. 
Tho result was that ho lost heavily, and in 
orderto prevent his theatrical business from 
being interfered with by his outside cmTitors, 
his friends have' taken, at his", own request, 
tie legal stftps to obtain coufrbl of his prop- 
perty in this'cjty, and will manage it for his 
interests. 


"It is all nonsense talking about 'Jack 


Haverly's logjttmato business," said tho man- 
ager. . "His^pnly business is gambling. -I'. 
doli|t usp tho word "m"a.hnrsu'senso,-, but-' 
mean that Haverly speculeSbs in theatrical 
ventures, just. as ho docs in grain or horses. 
I liko bim^personaUy, as well as any man I 
know, but I,think' ho has doho a great deal of 
harm to those who • havo* embarked in tho 
bustaessas.a legitimate one.'" Ho' has unsettled 
the niorkeVso to speak, JCov tho last 'three 
yoars. If ho wants all artist, Uo will pay 
any absurd price to got him or her. 
If he wants a particular attraction to 
bo played at 
-one 
of his ^ houses, 
he 


will oufbid.overy ono else. Hls'ag'cnts have 
standing '" orders . to go ono highor than any 
ono else. As a consequence ho has inflated 
percentages and salaries to an absurd degree, 
and we' have tb'suffer." One of tho plaintiffs 
in one of th'o suits confirmed the story that it 
was a gre-ar^anged matter between Havorly 
and tKemseJv'es. 


A dramatic weekly has tho following re-

the appointment had no significance respect- 
ing tho president's candidacy for a renomina- 
tion, for Can. Arthur hud no idea either of 
being nominated or of seeking the nomina- 
tion. If Judgo Gresham knew as much as 
that, Secretary Chandler must havo known 
it too, and some recent acts of tho secretary 
of tho navy indicate that lie has begun to act 
on that information. 
Judgo Gresham is reported as saying that 


President Arthur's sole ambition was to gain 
credit for his administration, and to turn 
over tho office to a successor who would bo 
elected by a reunited Republican party. Such 
an ambition is exalted enough iu Judge Gres- 
haifl's opinion, and to consummate it would 
bo an achievement worthy an epic, in view of 
the state of aftairs when Gen. Arthur became 
president. The president covets tho endorse- 
ment of his party and of tho people, and tho 
nomination of somo man who has been closely 
identified with liis administration would bo re- 
garded by tho president as such an endorse- 
ment by tho party, 


It is believed here that tho president hopes 


that a member of his cabinet may develop 
great strength and popularity, and therefore 
receive the nomination; but there is somo dif- 
ference of opinion respecting the member. 


Many shrewd inea think that the president 


regards Lincoln' with . favor, while others are 
sure that Judge Gresham Was brought into 
tho cabinet for tho purpose of gaining a bet- 
ter knowledge of him. Lincoln is the hardest 
working nian in tho cabinet, but it is not his 
duties us secretary of war that makes him so. 
He is faithful enough in tho management of 
his department, and army officers say ho ^s 
the only secretary of war since Stanton who 
has been master of it. He has become a 
student. Ho shuns social life and spends his 
evenings in his study, mastering written poli- 
tics. History and political economy lie pores 
over; Do Tocquevillo lied open on his table. 
Of politics as a practival business Lincoln has 
uo conception. 


Some recent ultorauce.s and doings o£ Sec- 


retary Chandler lead tho observant politicians 
to think that tho secretary of tho navy has 
begun to undertake the job. But there are 
many others who believe that tho president 
regards Judge Greshnm us the ripest man 
iu° tho cabinet. Of great popularity in a 
doubtful state, unsmirelied by factional 
powder, ho is said to bo a student and a 
scholar us well as a practical politician, and 
there is some reason to think that Mr, Chand- 
ler will turn his attention to the work of 
nominating Judgo Gresham. Mr. Chandler 
has already formulated a plan for the organi- 
sation of young. Republican clubs all over 
tho country. At the proper timo these will 
spring into existence. They will be composed 
of young men whoso cry will be that they 
will not-stand by and seo tho party ruined by 
the 'rivalries and jealousies of tho old leaders, 
Mi-. Chandler remembers what some of tho old 
"loaders forget, that tho boy who was not bom 
'until after Sumter fell will vote in 1884. By 
tho agency of these clubs Mr. Chandler ex- 
pects to accomplish much work. If present 
indications hold out there will bo somo very 
interesting political developments in the 
course of tbu summer.

himself como m! Well, hu has his eyes on

Sheffield and tlie Dnited States. 


' Tbe largest year's business done by 
Sheffield °vith the United States was 
thatrof 1873, amounting to S8,66(J,97G.3S. 
The great bulk of this trade is in the 
three great industries. Bessemer rails; 
steel,'cutlery. Tlie aggregate amount 
of the three for the present year [1882] 
iS'$5,268,59-1.58, against $949,154.96 for 
all1 other exports. 
The greatest amount 


in value of Bessemer rails sent to the 
United States in any one year was in 
1874, being 82,146,555.56. The amount 
for the present is $2,011,720.80. During 
the years 1876 to 1878, inclusive,- this 
trade' was. entirely suspended,. and it 
then seemed probable that.our country 
would from that time, be able tc supply 
her own demands. But it will be.seen 
that the present year nearly equals 1874, 
the year of largest export of this -mate- 
rial. 
Now, considering tho fact that 


the price of Bessemer rails is at the 
present tiine less by more than one-hall' 
than in the year 1874, it will appear that 
the quantity taken by the United States 
in 1882 must be at least double that of 
1874, tlie year of greatest export of rails. 
When we turn to steel we shall find a 
different aspect of the trado of the last 
ten years. In 1878 the value of steel 
exported to our country was §8,267,- 
879.CO, against $1/159,782 in the present 
year—a large decrease. In judging of 
the quality, there is 'not the clement of 
Difference in price to bo considered as in 
tbe case ofBesseme' rails, since the price 
of best steel is nearly the same now as in 
1873. Taking into consideration the 
remarkable progress of our country in 
the last ten years in all branches of in- 
dustry that must have developed a 
:greatly increased demand for a superioz' 
•quality of steel that has heretofore been 
'supposed to be made only in Sheffield, 
there seems to be clearly indicated an 
increasing ability to compete in quality 
with the Best makers in the world. This 
implies a rapidly growing independence 
of a foreign market. 
This is tlie more 


signiticant as the demand for steel does 
not partake of that spasmodic character 
that belongs to Bessemer rails. 
Again, 


the same indication of growing inde- 
pendence-may be seen when we con- 
sider the't&iEtl great branch of Sheffield 
industry, cutlery. The amount in value of 
cutlery ef all kinds exported to the United 
States in- 187S, the year of greatest 
trade,' was'- $1,392,083.94, against $1,- 
£97,091.61 in the present year, showing 
«, difference in our favor ef $94,992. As 
there has been ncF- Increase Jn our fl«- 
maual for Sheffield cutlery daring the 
last ten years, notwithstanding ear. 
great growth in population and weattjj, 
and consequent ability W- purchase the 
best, of the world's produces, it seen* 
certain that • our cutlery manufacture 
rnust'bave • greatly extended a^cl im- 
proved in--quality. Itis evident that 
ttome makers are more largely supply- 
ing the home market. Still the fact i^s- 
mains that our country calls for Shef- 
field cutlery to the amount of more than 
$1,000,000 annually. Now, unless the 
demands of the American people upon 
our own manufacturers araeo great that 
they cannot be supplied, as is the case 
with Bessemer rails,' then tho Indication 
'«- that • there is a quality and finish in 
Sheffield cutlery that a large portion of 
American; buyers prefer and will Save.
